All major aspects ol the de­ 
segregation problem, including 
massive busing, racial balanc­ 
ing and desegregation of neigh­ 
borhoods, are in the test rases 
I *'o in 
(’harlotte-Meckienburg 
County, N.C.; 
Mobile County, 
Ala.; and Clarke County, Ga. 
Civil rights lawyers and Un­ 
block families they represent 
••re demanding a decision that 
finally insures “ all black school 
children their right to a deseg­ 
regated education.” 
'I he 
Churlotte-Meeklenburg 
and Mobile school boards, de­ 
fending the moves they have al­ 
ready made, want minimal bus­ 
ing, preservation of Hie neigh­ 
borhood school system and con­ 
tinuation of a number of all- 
black and all white schools in 
their districts.

board, meanwhile, is appealing 
for imposition of a strong inte­ 
gration plan, one the Georgia 
Supreme Court invalidated on 
the theory the 1964 federal civil 
rights law prohibits racial bal­ 
ancing and busing for balance.

Basic Needs 


Americans have taken their utilities 
for granted so long it is difficult to com­ 
prehend the sudden state of problems 
which has struck them. 
Electrical brownouts over a large 
part of the East, potentially drastic 
shortages of coal, oil and gas this 
winter, and water supplies which are 
both shrinking and becoming more con­ 
taminated, are on the threshold of the 
norm rather than the exception. 
What happened? Is the nation really 
running dry on the most basic of natur­ 
al resources? Not at all. 
Poor planning, unexpected interfer­ 
ence from government and manage­ 
ment which has not built up adequate 
reserves seem to be the underlying 
problems. That several basic services 
arc in trouble simultaneously is largely 
coincidental. 


Government, 
policies, 
particularly 
those involving oil import quotas and 
anti - pollution 
restrictions (affecting 
coal, fuel oils und electric generating 
plants) are particularly vulnerable to 
criticism. Oil quotas, for example, long 
have been championed as the most ef­ 
fective means of developing domestic 
petroleum reserves to their fullest. 
The fact that quotas now are being 
pushed aside to permit large infusions 
of Canadian and other oil imports to 
meet a threatened shortage shakes the 
reliability of this theory. 
After nearly 200 years of exploitation, 
the United States is not poor in natural 
resources. But the requirements of a 
vibrant economy have been underesti­ 
mated. and the priorities needed to 
overcome the deficiencies have been 
slow in coming.

How evaluate Christopher Columbus, 
the man honored 478 years after he first 
set foot in the New World? 
Here is a summation by Don Salva­ 
dor de Madariago, one-time Spanish 
ambassador to Washington, and a bio­ 
grapher of the Great Discoverer. Co­ 
lumbus, he writes, was “not a settler 
but an unsettler. He belonged to that 
type of man who is born to initiate 
things, to open them up, to sow; not 
that type who develops and expands 
them, who reaps.” 


Columbus was one of those rare in­ 
dividuals whose lives and deeds mark 
the end of one era and the beginning 


of another. The age his voyage opened 
up has been one dominated in many re­ 
spects by the new world he discovered. 
Eventually the settlers, the men who 
wanted to establish their homes in the 
wilderness, arrived. They set out to 
build a civilization in the shape of the 
one they had left behind, but the rigors 
of the frontier and the opportunities 
for new departures worked together to 
produce different molds. 
The world Columbus sailed from has 
never been the same since that day 
when his eyes first fell on this hemis­ 
phere. If he was an unsettler, he might 
be content to know that the dust of his 
great discovery has never yet settled.

Failing Finance 


Whatever else college campuses may 
be imparting to their students, they 
are not doing well in educating anyone 
in how to finance a higher education. 
This year colleges and universities 
ranging from the smallest to the most 
prestigious are suffering from severe 
financial problems — so severe that 
many are operating in the red and 
some of the smaller ones have closed 
their doors. 


A survey by the Wall Street Journal 
of the financial plight of the nation’s 
campuses found red ink the common 


denominator. Such once-well-endowed 
schools as Yale and Princeton are los­ 
ing millions of dollars. 
Explanations are as varied as dollars 
are short. 
A drop-off in gifts and 
grants, soaring costs, curtailment of 
government subsidies and dissatisfac­ 
tion by potential contributors with con­ 
ditions on campuses are the most com­ 
mon.

Mr. M.W., Kansas 
Dear Mr. W.: A better un­ 
derstanding 
of 
what

morrhoids are ma.v show you 
how worthless it is* to try to 
avoid surgery if it has been 
r e c o m m e n d e d to 
you. 
Hemorrhoids are swellings of 
the veins in and around the 
area of the rectal opening. In 
some people, the elasticity oi 
the 
veins 
is 
destroyed 
by 
straining at stool or perhaps 
after a series of childbirths. 
There are internal and ex­ 
ternal 
hemorrhoids 
or 
piles 
which are exceedingly painful 
when enlarged. The itching and 
pain can be relieved by the 
application 
of soothing salves 
but these do not attack the 
underlying cause or the basic 
problem. 
Some persons ma.v have a 
sudden flareup of hemorrhoids 
if they are particularly sensitive 
or allergic to antibiotics. When 
the drug 
is stopped, 
almost 
always the hemorrhoids recede. 
It is possible to inject small 
hemorrhoids with what is know n 
as 
a 
sclerosing 
solution, 
In 
some well chosen instances, it 
is a very effectibc treatment. 
Large 
hemorrhoids 
do 
not 
usually respond to this method 
of treatment. When surgery is 
recommended, it is unwise to 
fall into the trap of well ad 
vertised, expensive commercial 
“curative” 
preparations. 
The 
temporary relief may be ef­ 
fective, but often the delay in 
surgery only 
aggravates the 
condition and inevitably leads 
to unpleasant complications. 
Wishful thinking about a drug 
that will, in a magical way, 
remove these distressing piles 
must not delay you from ob­ 
taining the safe and rewarding 
b e n e f i t s of well 
planned 
surgery. 


Are there new advances that 
keep the body from rejecting 
transplants? 
Mr. H T , Ohio 
Dear Mr. T.: There are two 
types of transplants. One Is the 
utotranspiant which is a graft 
of tissue or an organ from one’s 
own 
body.

homotransplant which is the use 
of tissue or an organ from 
another person. 
There are few 
more conv 
p l i c a t e d 
chemical, 
im­ 
munological and physiological 
problems than the reasons for 


the rejection of transplants. I 
would venture to say that there 
arc thousands of .scientists all 
over the world who are con­

arrive at the secret for sue 
cessful grafts. I would venture 
too. to say that the next decade 
will make it possible for total 
organs to be transplanted from 
one human 
being to another
